PRESIDENT ANXIOUS TIAT THR

PRESEXNT CABINET REMAIN

Nith Mimm During the Four Years of
Mils Coming Administration—His
Wishes Made

Washington, November {1.—President
McKinley to-day announced clearly
ind forcibly to the members of his
Cabinet his desire thae they should all
emain with him during tbe four years
f his coming administration His
wishes were made known in an ex-
ended s=peech at ths Cabinst meeting
n the White House to-day. Rlesponses
vere made by all of the members pres-
qt, and while there were no definlte
siedges from any of them that they
would accept the porifolio thus tender-
v afresh, thers was on the other hand
10 definite declination.

To-day's proceedings set forth the
wishes of the President In the matter
tnd relleves the members of the Cabl-
1et of the customary obligation of ten-
lering thelr resignations at the end of
‘he term unless they have made an
rrevocable declzion that it will be lm-
popsible fur them to continue in office.
{t also sets at rest all speculation and
date-making of the country's political
prophetg, for It {8 umnderstood gener-
illy that there is but one doubtful fac-
or in the homogenicety of the present
cabinet. That facter is Attorney-Gen-
sral Griggs, as he holds hils present
position at a great nnancial sacrifice.
Still, Mr. Griggs replied in terms of
varm appreciation to the compli-
nentary remarks cf the President and
tolced no intention of retiring from his
wesent position.

This is not the first time that the
President has expressed to the mem-
sers of the Cabhinet his pleasure at the
wupport they had given him. He said
1s much in a general way at the last
Tabinet meeting, when the members,
ieveral of whom had been scattered
»y the political campaign, got together
for the first time and congratulated
aim upon the outcome of the election.
To-day the Presldent evidently had
prepared for the occasion, and in his
1ddress reviewed the work of the ad-
ministration In the past four yvears—
four of the maost exciting years the
ountry has known in threr decades.
[t was rather a surprise even to the
Cabinet members themselves 10 note
aow accurately the Presldent had fixed
(n his memory the sequence of events
and how calmmly he relinquished the
aersonal credit for successful strokes of
policy or prudence, and attributed the
honor to the members of his official
family, in whase immediate depart-
ment the matter in question had arisen.

He sald that if the result of the re-
rent election was an endorsement of
his administration, it was no less an
sndorsement of the men who had stood
oy him in the time of siress and neces-
3ity. The credit for success, he sald,
ay with the heads of his varnious de-
partments, and he should shrink from
entering upon another four years of
sffice unless he couid be assured that
he would have with him a majority at
east of the men who formed his pres-

ent official household. He said he
knew that In asking them to remain

with him there was scarcely one who
gcould do so without eome sacrifice
sither of money, leisure or personal in-
eclination. At the same time he said
he should feel hupnpicr if all of them
could gratify his wish.

Secretary Hay was the first to re-
spond. He s=aid that for his part he
deeply appreciated the complimentary
references made by hiz chief, and that
he thought there was not a member of

the Cabinet who would sever such
pleasant official relations without re-
gret, and even then only in case of
the most urgent reascns for retire-
ment.

Secretaries Gage, l.ong, Hitcheock,
Wilson, Attorney-General Griggs and
Postmaster-General Smith each spoke
in turn, and in much the same vein.
Secretary HNoct was the only absent

member from the mecting, having left
for Cuba to look over military affairs
there and at the same time to try to
his long and serious
lllness. The list of responses therefore
was all but complete. It is known that
Becretary Root is in miuch the same
position as Attorney-General Griggs,
holding his position at considerable
sacrifice, but willing at the same time
to sacrifice a good deal to comply with
the expressed wish of the President.

The meeting, which had developed
into a real love feast, then returned to
the more commmon-place affairs of rou-
tine business and the discussion of the
salient features of the President’s com-
ing message to Congiess, after which
the membersJeft with renewed expres-
siong of regard. The meeting stands
as one of the mest remarkable Cabinet
zessions on record.

Each of the men bers furnished a
forecast of his annual report, but none
of the reports was in shape for formal
presentation It was practically de-
cided that the recomimendation in the
message on the subject of the war rev=
enue taxes will advecate a small ree-
duection, scaling down the total reve-
nue about $15,000,060. Just where this
decrease will be made has not been de-
termined. Considerable attention will
be devoted to the Nicaraguan canal in
the message, but the President's recoms-
mendations are not yet clearly formus=
lated. P

TIHE CHINESE MUDDLE.

Addttionnl Pelnts te be Agreed Upon

by the Powers at Pebin ns n Baxis
of Setilemiont.

Wasnington, Noevember 11L.—In addl-
ion te the points gald to ne agreed

upon at Pekin as a basis for rettlement
with China, as announced in cable dis-
patches, It I8 understood that several
other points are l:kely to receive atten-
tion when the matter s taken up with
the Chinese envoyve. One of these is as
to making the city of Pekir an "open
port,” for while {1t Is mot or the sgea
coast the purposge is to extend It to
that freedom of commerce and inter-
course with forelgners which now ap-
plies only to those ports designated by
treaties with China. The suggestion
that this action be taken has been
made in high Chinese guarters and its
advisability is urged because Pekin, as
the capital of the Chinese empire, is the
centre of influence throughout the
country. Another point which may be
proposed is that capital punishment, by
beheading or otherwise, shall not occur
In future by imperial edlet alone., but
only after a trinl such as I1s given In
civilized countries, the accused having
an opnortunity to be heard. This does
not apply to the executions made
necessary by the Doxer movement.
CfHeial dispatehes have been received
here from the Vicerovs of the southern
provinces ¢f China, who thus far have
been maost fricndly to foreigners,stating
that they were shocked by the execu-
tion of the acting viceroy of Cht L,
and also stating that they feared this
would have a serious effect in those lo-
ecalities hitherto favorably disposed.

JOERS ANNOY TIIIZ BRITISH,

Londen, November 13.—1Tnder date of
Johannesbureg, November 12th, Lond
FRoberts telegraphs to the War Office as
follows:

“Rundle_ reports skirmishes with
emall parides of DBoers in the Harri-
emith, Reitz and Vredo districts re-
cently, The commandoes appear to be
acting independently and with no ob-
ject except to give as much annoyance
as possible to the British. Our casual-
ties in these skirmishes were two killed
and seven wounded.

“Douglas arrived at Ventersdorp No-
vember 11th from Zeerust, capturing
during the march twenty-one prisoners
and a gquantity of cattle and sheep.
